This reaffirmation of Israel’s posi- 
tion came In the wake of the PLO en- 
trenchment in villages Just taken 
over from Christian militias. 

In the notice it served through in- 
ternational channels. Israel warned 
against the PLO's continued exter- 
mination of southern Lebanese 
villagers. Israel could no longer idly 
watch the slaughter of Christians 
who are Just across the border. As a 
Jewish nation which bad faced the 
horror of genocide, Israel would not 
permit the murder of Christian 
citizens, it was said. Israel would 
also hot remain Indifferent to 
attempts to undermine the 
humanitarian aid it was extending to 
the southern Lebanese. 

The Israeli clarifications con- 
stituted a strong warning against the 
PLO's continued presence in a 
number of positions lost in the past 
few days by Christian militias. 

The PLO was earlier this week 
reported to have dispatched rein- 
forcements to the area with the 
of “breaking up the security belt" 
which Christian militias were alleg- 
ed to have set in collaboration with 
Israel.

While there is no evidence of 
Syrian Intervention on behalf of the 
leftists, Israel suspects that the 
Sy rians — who are ostensibly in the 
country to keep the peace — did not 
do enough to stem the flow of 
terrorists in the south. It is thought 
that the Syrians turned a blind eye to 
the Infiltration of the south by an es- 
timated 400-600 terrorists and an un- 
known number of heavy weapons — 
including 122mm. cannon and 
Katyusha rockets. 

Despite the losses sustained by the 
Christians, observers here believe 
that the Christians in southern 
Lebanon are capable of stemming a 
terrorist take-over of the area, and 
that there is little danger of an immi- 
nent Christian collapse. 

The foreign press has consistently 
been full of reports concerning 
Israeli aid to Christian forces in the 
south, and news scenes on television 
have clearly shown He brew lettering 
on arms and ammunition in use with 
the Christians. 

Israeli leaders have stated public- 
ly and privately that they would he 
opposed to a situation developing 
whereby the terrorists would es- 
tablish themselves firmly along the 
country’s vulnerable northern fron- 
tier.

Airlifting aid 

but no troops, 
Giscard claims 


PARIS. — President Valery Giscard 

d'Eatalng said yesterday that 
French planes flying Moroccan 
military aid to Zaire are carrying 
materiel but no men. 

Giscard's statement, in a televi- 
sion interview, flatly contradicted 
press reports and a statement by a 
Zaire cabinet minister that the 
French airlift is transporting Moroc- 
can troops to Shaba province (the 
former Katanga), scene of the 
fighting. 

The French president also said 
Zaire would not turn Into a French 
Vietnam: “There are no Frenchmen 
fighting in Zaire, and there will be no 
Frenchmen fighting in Zaire.” 

Zairian Minister of National Orien- 
tation Mbunze Nsomi Lebwanabi 
said in a French radio interview 
yesterday that French planes “flew 
the first contingent of Moroccan 
troops’* into Zaire. Morocco already 
has 2,600 troops in Shaba, and a 
further 1,500 are scheduled to arrive. 

Giscard also denied reports that 
French militar y advisers are train- 
ing Zaire troops. “These are claims 
which come precisely from those 
who are carrying out the In- 
filtration,” Giscard said. 

Meanwhile, the U.S. yesterday an- 
nounced it bad agreed to provide 
Zaire with military aid worth 813m., 
but the supplies would exclude 
weapons and ammunition. 

A state department spokesman 
said President Mobutu Sese Seko had 
asked for combat supplies. But these 
would not be sent. 

A C-130 Hercules transport plane 
was part of the equipment, the 
spokesman said. 

In Moscow, the Soviet Union 
yesterday rejected as “absurd” 
charges that the Kremlin Is behind 
the fighting in Zaire. An 
authoritative statement by Tass also 
warned that Moscow deems it “inad- 
missible for any external forces to in-, 
terfere in the Internal struggle” of 
the African nation. (UFI, Reuter)

Likud blocks Sharon

TEL AVIV. — Azik Sharon's efforts 
to find a way back into the Likud fail- 
ed at the last minute yesterday, and 
his Shlomzion movement will now 
run for the Knesset as a separate 
list. 

In an emotion-laden voice Sharon 
told his supporters yesterday after- 
.noon that “second rate party hacks” 
In the Likud had blocked his efforts 
and had “robbed Likud of the 
possibility of forming the next 
government.” 

At the same time he praised Likud 
leader Menahem Begin for his 
“superhuman efforts” to persuade 
other Likud factions to accom- 
modate Sharon and his movement 
within the right-wing bloc. • 

“Begin was the only one who un- 
derstood the Importance of es- 
tablishing a national front which is 
essential in the light of the danger 
facing our nation," Sharon declared. 

The dramatic last-minute 
negotiations to bring Sharon back 
into the bloc held up submission of 
the Likud list to the Central Elec- 
tions Committee until late in the day. 


The political poker game which 
was played out between Sharon, 
together with his followers, and the 
Likud leadership ended with Sharon 
agreeing at lunch time to the Likud’s 
terms. 

Sharon was offered the number six 
spot on the Likud list, and three of 
his followers were to settle for slots 
47,49 and 51 on the list. 

After three meetings on Monday, 
and a late night shouting match at 
Shlomzion headquarters which near- 
ly ran Into the early hours of Tues- 
day morning, the two sides spent 
yesterday morning waiting to see 
whose nerve would break first. 

Both sides said they had made 
their final offer, and were waiting 
for a counter offer from the other. 
Sharon had wanted his men to be 
placed before slot 40, and accept that 
position for himself. 

When it became dear to Sharon by 
yesterday afternoon that the Likud 
was not going to improve on Its offer 
of Monday night, despite a plea by 
Mr. Begin, he agreed to accept the 
Likud conditions. 

But then he was told that it was too

24 Knesset lists are submitted 


The nuts and bolts of Israel 
democracy were laid on the table 
yesterday as representatives of 16 
more parties and movements came 
to the Central Elections Committee 
to submit their Knesset candidates 

1»MS. 

Eight organizations — including 
the Democratic Movement for 
Change — handed in their lists on 
Monday. 

Between now and 18 days before 
Election Day (May 17), the com- 
mittee may disqualify one or more of 
the 24 lists submitted on the basis of 
any irregularity or lack of confor- 
mance with the election law- 
Yesterday was the deadline for 
submission of lists, which by law 
must be In the hands of the Central 
Elections Committee 85 days before 
Election Day. 

Every list must be accompanied 
by a deposit of 1140,000, either in 
cash or in the form of a bank cheque. 

If a list is a new one, it must also 
carry with it the names and 
signatures of 750 sponsors in addition 
to the names of the candidates and 
their signed declarations of accep- 
tance of candidacy. 

One list was nearly disqualified on 
the spot last night when it could not 
furnish the 1X40,000 as required. 
Later, however, bankers’ cheques 
for HA 0,000 were rushed to the 
Knesset building where the com- 
mittee was sitting. 

In addition, after news of the need 
for money was reported on the radio, 
dozens of calls were received by the 
Knesset switchboard from people 
who said they were coming right 
over with cash to help finance the 
submission of the list — that of 
Mordechai Ben-Porat’s “Movement 
for Zionists and Social Renewal.”

First to arrive at the Knesset 
building yesterday morning to sub- 
mit his list was Samuel Flatto 
Sharon, accompanied by his wife, an 
Interpreter and two attorneys. 

Flatto, wanted In France for 
fraud, does not speak Hebrew. He 
asked Judge Manny If he could speak 
French, and the Judge conversed 
with him in that language. 

Flatto handed over his bank che- 
que of 1140,000, took his receipt and 
left. 

First to appear In the afternoon 
session was the Shelli movement,- 
which requested the letter shin. Dr. 
Ya'acov Araon and MK Meir Pa’il 
handed in a list of 120 candidates. 

Following Shelli came & delegation 
of the Arab Reform Movement, 
which gave Judge Manny and his 
deputies a roster of 22 candidates. 
The ARM requested the letters 
tzadci-het, a request promptly 
challenged by the Civil Rights Move- 
ment. CRM fears that the tzadei-het 
combination Is too similar to Its 
acronym, Ratz, which Is made up of 
resh and tzadei. 

Right behind the Arab reformers, 
came the Yemenite list, represented 
by a two-man delegation. The list 
carries the names of 43 candidates 
for the Knesset. 

A minor hitch occurred after the 
Yemenites left. A would-be faction 
calling Itself “The Ethnic List but 
Definitely Not Including Any 
Ashkenazim” walked in and began 
to explain to the committee that 
some of its sponsors wished to break 
away right there and Join the 
Freedom list submitted on Monday. 

A minor squabble ensued, and the 


delegation finally got up and walked 
' out without submitting an official list 
of candidates. 

Shulamit Alonl then strode Into the 
committee room, accompanied by 
four other leaders of her Civil Rights 
Movement. They submitted a list of 
61 candidates, headed by Mrs. Aloni 
add Boaz Moav. 

Later in the evening, Aloni delayed 
the submission of lists with a protest 
to Judge Manny over what she called 
“unfair coverage by television'' of 
the lists submission procedure. A 
television crewman had told her that 
the 9 p.m. “Mabat'’ news 
programme would give live 
coverage to the parties who happen- 
ed to be coming into the room during 
the time of the broadcast. Since Mrs. 
Aloni's faction had finished its sub- 
mission at about 6 p.m., she thought 
it would be unfair that only the 
latecomers — presumably the Align- 
ment and the Likud — would get 
coverage. She feared the CRM and 
other early-filing factions might not 
appear at all bn television. 

Next came the Independent 
Liberals, who handed In a list of 120 
hopefuls. Heading the list Is Minister 
without Portfolio Gideon Hausner, 
followed by Avraham Hasson and 
MK Nlsslm Eliad. 

When they left, an Arab delegation 
calling itself “Coexistence with 
Justice” entered and submitted a list 
of nine candidates. The delegation, 
headed by Haseb Sh&labi Matzabar 
of Baka al-Gharbiya and Abdel 
Rahim Jabara of Taiba told 
reporters they represent former 
Alignment members In AT&b 
villages in the Triangle who feel they 
are not sufficiently represented by 
the Alignment faction In the Eighth

Hillel rejects 'wholesale charges’ 
of brutality at Arab villages 


Police Minister Shlomo Hillel 
yesterday rejected “wholesale 
charges” of police brutality at two 
Little Triangle Arab villages on the 
Land Day anniversary a fortnight 
ago. Hillel made his denial to the 
Cabinet, after two ministers propos- 
ed setting up a commission of in- 
quiry to probe events at Baka al- 
Gharhlya and Jatt- 
The question was raised at yester- 
day's cabinet meeting by Mapam 
Minister Victor Shemtov and the 
HP’s Moshe Eh I. who both called for 
an inquiry commission. Their 
proposals will be voted on at the next 
cabinet meeting, Prime Minister 
Rabin ruled. 

By then, Hillel will have met, at his 
invitation, with a delegation from 
the two villages. 

Hillers report to the cabinet, as 
summarized in the official cabinet 
communique, did not reject all the 
allegations. . Asked about this, the 
police minister told The Jerusalem 
Post he rejected wholesale charges. 
Whether there had been individual 
cases of excessive force by the police 
could emerge at the meetings with 
the delegation, he said. 

Asked how this tallied with the 
cabinet communique, which quoted 
the police minister as saying that 
"detailed reports’* bad been receiv- 
ed from the police and Border 
Police. Hillel said he wanted to hear 
from the village delegation whether 
there had been 'individual 
irregularities. The police reports ap- 
parently did not answer specific 
charges. 

But he told The Post that 
"wholesale allegations” were inex- 
cusable — from whatever quarter.

In his cabinet account, Hillel hald 
that reports of "organization and in- 
citement” had been received from 
the two villages. Other villages were 
quiet, he said. 

On the morning of March 30, at 
Baka al-Gharbiya and Jatt, roads 
were blocked, including the main 
road near Baka; electricity and 
telephone polls were downed; tires 
were burned and Jewish vehicles 
were stoned. 

At this point, police forces not 
stationed at the villages, which had 
been told not to Intervene so long as 
public order was maintained, moved 
in to clear the roads. They were met 
with a hall of stones from rooftops. 
The forces had been instructed to 
avoid clashes with rioters. But the 
situation necessitated use of teargas 
to disperse the stone -throwers, Hillel 
reports. 


At Jatt. the police agreed to let the 
local council head take over, and the 
police withdrew. He tried for hours, 
but at midday he gave up. 

The police action to free the roads 
and halt, the stone-throwing in- 
evitably involved clashes with 
citizens. Hillel’s report said. 

In the two villages, 14 citizens 
were injured, but no one needed 
hospitalization. Five policemen suf- 
fered light injuries. Not a shot was 
fired, and there were no serious in- 
juries. 

Asked by Justice Minister Haim 
Zadok whether the police had taken 
testimony from the villagers 
themselves. Hillel said that detailed 
reports had been received from the 
forces employed, and also from the 
Police Ministry controller. 

Hillel said he had already invited a 
deputation of villagers to express 
their “reservations." and that a 
meeting with the interior minister 
had also been sought.

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Rabin declines 
to transfer 
authority 

Won’t use ‘escape clause’

Prime Minister Rabin has 
decided to stay in office until 
after the elections and not me a 
legal loophole through which he 
might have stepped down, had 
he wished. The premier’s deci- 
sion, first reported In 'The 
Jerusalem Post yesterday mor- 
ning, became clearly apparent 
at yesterday’s cabinet meeting, 
where Rabin informed the 
ministers that he was staying on. 
- Rabin presented to the ministers a 
legal opinion drafted the night 
before, at the premier's behest, by 
Attorney-General Aharon Barak on 
the constitutional problems ol 
resigning from a caretaker govern- 
ment. 

Rabin said, according to the 
cabinet communique, “In the light of 
t-hi« legal opinion, I shall remain in 
office until a new government is 
formed.” 

But cabinet members and legal ex- 
perts who read the opinion say that it 
plainly provided the premier with a 
loophole through which to resign — 
and left the decision entirely to him. 

The Prime Minister himself, 
however, is understood to have felt 
that he could not in good conscience 
have used the loophole. 

Leading supporters of Shimon 
Peres, Rabin's successor as Labour 
Party leader, wwipiniw-H last night that 
“Rabin has pulled a fast one on us." 
They said they had fully expected 
the premier to find a way of 
transferring power to Peres and that 
his failure to do so would cause dif- 
ficulties for the party's campaign 
propagandists. 

Peres himself, it is understood, is 
not planning to make a public issue 
of the matter. Since he would 
presumably be the heir if Rabin did 
step down, he apparently feels it 
would be “unaesthetlc” for him 
blatantly to press the premier to do 
so. 

But Perea supporters seem to be 
hoping, nevertheless, that other 
figures in the party will persuade 
Rabin to step down after all. 

One leading party man, con- 
sidered a "neutral” in the Rabin- 
Feres rivalry, sold last night that 
Rabin seemed to have had second 
thoughts since his dramatic resigna- 
tion broadcast to the nation on 
Thursday. 

Other political observers felt that 
Rabin might even be looking ahead 
already to a possible comeback. 
Buoyed by the expressions of sym- 
pathy and support that followed his 
resignation address, and encouraged 
by a hard core of anti-Peres forces, 
Rabin — so this theory had It — was 
eyeing a cabinet post after election, 
with the prospect of an eventual 
return to the premiership then or 
later not entirely ruled out. His 
retention of office now, according to 
these observers, was Intended to 
bolster his position during the horse- 
trading after the elections. 

Peres supporters, while rueful that 
Rabin bad stolen a march on them, 
pooh-poohed the notion that he might 
stage a comeback after the elec- 
tions. Their hold on the party central 
committee was far too firm to 
facilitate that, they believed. 

The legal loophole enabling the 
premier to step down is provided by 
Section 19 of the Basic Law: The 
Government — “If the prime 
minister is absent from the country , 
or if he is temporarily unable to fulfil 
his duties, the cabinet shall appoint 
one of the ministers, who is a 
member of the Knesset, to take over 
from the prime minister until he 
returns to the country or resumes 
fulfilling his duties.” 

Attorney- Gerneral Barak, in the 
opinion submitted yesterday, 
observed that the key phrase 
"unable to fulfil Ms duties” could be 
interpreted subjectively or objec- 
tively. The warding was ambiguous, 
and there were no Judgments on the 
point. 

I tend to feel," Barak wrote, 
“that we should not give a narrow in- 
terpretation to Section 19 ... We 
should not negate the subjective ele- 
ment when, according to the cir- 
cumstances of the case, a prime 
minister reaches the conclusion — a 
conclusion meeting the test of 
reasonableness — that his ability to 
function properly as prime minister 
is temporarily impaired.” 

Cabinet members and legal circles 
took this to mean that Rabin could — 
had he wished — have announced 
that he felt "unable” to carry on, and 
thereby divest himself both of the 
powers and of the responsibilities of 
his office. 

Prof. Barak himself refused to 
elaborate later .on what he had 
written. There is reason to assume, 
however, that he did intend to point. 

In hls-legal opinion, to the loophole 
which exists under Section 19. 

The Prime Minister, it is un- 
derstood. decided that he could not 
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use the loophole — because he does 
not, as a matter of simple fact, feel 
“unable to fulfil his duties.” He was 
not prepared to assert that he felt 
“unable” while knowing full well 
that he felt perfectly able, despite his 
wife's trial and his own consequent 

embarrassment. 

Apart from the Section 19 loophole, 
there is no way in which Rabin, as 
the premier of a caretaker cabinet, 
can divest himself of his title or his 
responsibilities. 

He cannot resign. Barak noted, 
because resignation from a 
caretaker cabinet is ineffective. 
Even If he were to resign from the 
Knesset he would still remain 
premier — despite the law obliging 
the premier to be a Knesset 
member. 

.. He could transfer some of his 
powers and duties to another 
minister — but he would still remain 
constitutionally prime minister, 
Barak wrote. Similarly he could take 
a holiday in Israel — but would still 
remain prime minister and be 
responsible for all the decisions 
taken in his stead. 

Independent Liberal Minister (and 
former attorney-general) Gideon 
Hausner proposed that the law be 
amended at once to permit a man In 
Rabin's situation to step down un- 
impeded. But Justice Minister Haim 
Zadok said he was against “hasty 
legislation." He would set up a com- 
mittee of experts, he said, which 
would recommend to the next 
Knesset how best to amend the law, 
while still preserving the principle of 
continuity. 

Moshe Kol of the ILP asked Zadok 
how the government proposed to res- 
pond to the Likud's Knesset in- 
itiative to have the law amended.

District Court 
to be venue of 
Lea Rabin’s case

TEL AVIV. — A charge sheet 
against Lea Rabin will be filed soon 
in the District Court, The Post learn- 
ed yesterday. 

Victoria Oetrovsky-Cohen, Tel 
Aviv district attorney, yesterday 
received Mrs. Rabin's file, which 
contains documents about the Rabin 
dollar account In Washington, D.C., 
as well as Mrs. Rabin's personal 
testimony. 

The district attorney has the right 
to decide whether currency-violation 
charges are heard at the 
magistrate's or district court level. 
Cases involving illegal accounts con- 
taining 420,000 (the sum in the Rabir^ 
account) generally are heard in dis- 
trict court, which has the authority 
to impose heavier fines. 

Magistrate’s courts can sentence 
offenders to three years' imprison- 
ment, and a 116,000 fine. A district 
court is authorized to impose three- 
year sentences, and much heavier 
fines. 

The Rabins' attorney. Shimon 
Alexandroni, met yesterday with 
Mrs. Ostrovsky-Cohen to discuss 
procedures. Once the charge against 
his client is filed, he will be able to 
examine the file.

-Ramallah man 
freed in slaying 


RAMALLAH (Itlm). — A military 
tcourt here yesterday- acquitted 
-former Ramallah. city councilman 
Abdul-Nur Khalil Janhu of murder in 
■the killing of a man in a refugee 
camp near here a year ago. At the 
same time, Janhu was convicted of 
attacking a woman in the same 
refugee camp and sentenced to eight 
months in jail —time he has already 
served in custody. 

Janhu was accused of killing 
Khalil Mussa Liftani. The judge rul- 
ed that he had killed Liftani in self- 
defence. 

* The incident took place the day 
after last spring’s West Bank 
municipal elections,' in which Janhu 
was a candidate for the mayorship. 
Rumours In Ramallah, circulated by 
the PLO, accused Janhu of 
“collaborating’ ’ with Israeli 
authorities; and Ids list failed to win 
even one mandate. 

Janhu went to the refugee camp on 
business. There he was attacked by a 
group of young men who were bran- 
dishing sharp instruments. Janhu 
took out his gun — for which he bade 
permit — and fired several warning 
shots. One of them struck Liftani, 
who died as a result of his wounds. 


Soviet clergy

Zadok, who presented the

DMC adopts compromise 
stand on religious issues

Future Knesset members of the 
Democratic Movement tor Change 
will have tbe right to speak, vote, 
and initiate private member's bills 
on religious matters aa their con- 
science dictates, the DMCa national 
council decided yesterday. 

The council adopted without 
change a three-point compromise on 
relations between state and religion 
that had been submitted by a sub- 
committee. Two amendments, sub- 
mitted by Mordecbai Wlrshubski 
and Dr. Manfred Gerstenfeld, 
designed to promote a more specific 
DMC position on religious issues, 
were defeated by large majorities. 

The Wlrshubski amendment was 
an alternative to the subcommittee’s 
recommendation. It provided that 
the DMC would initiate legislation: to 
prevent discrimination against a 
person on religious grounds. (Among 
other things, this could include 
legislation along the lines of the 
“Hauaner bill,” which would 
authorize civil marriage for persons 
not eligible for marriage under 
Halacba.) 

It also declared that the DMC 
would work to ensure complete 
equality before the law for “all com- 
munities streams” in Judaism 
and other religions. Most of the sup- 
port for the Wlrshubski amendment 
seemed to come from the SUnui 
wing of toe party.

— Nazi-hunter Beats 
Klarsfeld, here for a week's visit in 
conjunction with Martyrs and 
Heroes Remembrance Day, yester- 
day attended dedication ceremonies 
at a Bat Yam library named after 
her. During the next few days, she 
will appear at mass meetings in Tel 
Aviv's Mann Auditorium and at Kib- 
butz Lohaznei Hageta'ot. 

At a press conference yesterday, 
Mrs. Klarsfeld recounted some of 
the accomplishments of her group 
during the past year. These Included 
the case of Ernst Ehlers, head of the 
German police in Belgium in 1942 
and 1943, on whose orders 25,000 
Jews were sent to Auschwitz. Ehlers 
now lives in Schleswig, for years 
was magistrate in the local court. 
Criminal proceedings against him 
have opened, and “we shall try to 
prove that he knew perfectly well 
what fate awaited the people he had 
rounded up." Klarsfeld said. 

Another Nazi criminal who, at the 
age of 21 , supervised the separation 
of children from their parents In 
Paris on their way to Drancy and 
Auschwitz, was discovered living In 
southern Germany, where he is a 
successful lawyer. “He did not even 
bother to change his name. And the 
local press refused to print the story 
until the man was Indicted in court." 

Mrs. Klarsfeld expressed . disap- - 
p ointment with Munich Jews, who 
“flatly refused to demonstrate," at 
an ex-Nazi reunion earlier this year. 
Finally, she had to bring some of her 
associates from Paris to stage the ;

Minister Barnet Danson said in 
Jerusalem yesterday that he had not 
discussed, or even considered, Cana- 
dian involvement in helping Israel 
solve the “Kfir dilemma.” 

It was reported earlier that Israel 
had hoped that the Canadians would 
be able to supply their version of the 
U.S. -built J-79 engine which powers 
the fighter, thus allowing the Israel 
manufacturers to circumvent an 
American embargo on the sale of 24 
of the planes to Ecuador. 

Speaking at a short press con- 
ference, Danson, who arrived in 


Israel on Monday from Damascus 
and who will be leaving for Egypt 
this morning, said that his visit was 
primarily to check the conditions of 
Canadian forces serving under the 
UN banner in the Middle East. 

In reply to a question, Danson said 
that both in Syria and in Israel he 
had found a genuine desire for 
peace. He added that he had heard 
no opposition to the renewal of the 
UN peace-keeping mandate for the 
Golan Heights when it falls due next 
month. 

There are 150 Canadian soldiers 
serving on the Golan and another 850 
in the Ismallla sector of the Egyp- 
tian front. 


Teachers’ teachers are unhappy

The Ministry of Education denied 
all these charges, saying that classes 
are smaller this year than in the 
past. The ministry spokesman also 
said notices to temporary teachers, 
telling them that they may not be re- 
employed next year, are a routine 
step taken each year and are not 
"one-sided dismissals.” 


Bank Leumi talks break down; 
branches may be shut tomorrow

TEL AVIV. — Clerks in Bank 
Leumi 'a 300 branches all over the 
country are ready to go on strike 
tomorrow and Friday, after a new 
attempt to settle their month-long 
labour dispute broke down yester- 
day. 

- The banks will also be closed by 
strike "every Thursday and Friday- 
until a settlement of the dispute, is 
achieved," Dan Aharonovsky, chair- 
man of the clerk's national staff 
committee, told The Jerusalem Post 
yesterday. 

The dispute broke out last month 
and saw all of the bank's 8.000 clerks 
strike for two long weekends before 


Pessah. The clerks declared a 
"truce" until after the holiday and 
resumed negotiations this week. 

Aharonovsky said the bank’s 
management recanted at the last 
moment on a compromise solution, 
after the staff committee whittled its , 
original .demand for a 23 per cent 
wage hike down to eight per cent. 

According to the clerks’ 
spokesman, management offered a 5 
per cent pay raise, with the 
remainder In special increments 
such as increased payment for the 
bank's participation in schooling, 
secondary school, and special 
professional allowance. 


Orthodox group joins WJC

The World Conferenc/e of 
(Orthqdox) Synagogues and Kehillot 
has officially joined the World 
Jewish Congress, It was announced 
yesterday. 

Maurice Jaffe, coordinator of the 
international synagogue body and 
president of the Union of Israel 
Synagogues, said upon return from 
meetings with WJC officials abroad 
that negotiations were successful.

He 
felt the WZO “has gone out of its way 
with enthusiasm to persuade the 
Reform and Conservative 
movements to affiliate, and that 
enthusiasm was lacking concerning 
the Orthodox.” “Nevertheless, the 
negotiations are still proceeding,” 
he said. 

About 1,500 foreign delegates and 
an equal number from Israel are ex- 
pected at the fourth world con- 
ference of synagogues and kehillot, 
to be held here next February. 


State Comptroller asked 
to check Malraz donations

has been asked to rule on the 
legitimacy and ethics of Malraz (the 
Cbuncll for Prevention of Noise and 
Air Pollution) receiving funds from 
companies accused of pollution. It 
was announced yesterday. 

The request was made by a long- 
time Malraz member from Haifa, 
Amos Eshel. who charged his 
organiza tio n ceased to act against 
the Nesher cement company of 
Haifa and the Makhteshlm chemical 
plant of Beersheba after receiving 
donations from those companies. 

The question of whether the 


organization should accept 
donations from such companies has 
caused considerable concern among 
Malraz members. On March 24, the 
Malraz scientific adviser, Prof. 
Anthony Peranio, resigned In protest 
after the organization's executive 
committee voted to continue the 
current policies of the chairman, 
Prof. Shimon Gitter. Prof. Gitter 
maintains that taking money from 
these companies has not affected 
Malraz's independence. 

Since the organization receives a 
substantial amount of Its yearly 
IL270,000 budget from the govern- 
ment, it falls within the State Comp- 
troller's jurisdiction, Eshel said.

OPHIRA (Itim). — A 100-kzn. water 
line from E-Tur on the Gulf of Suez to 
this town, at Sharm e- Sheikh, was 
opened here yesterday in the 
presence of Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin. 

The new line, which draws sweet 
water from a well at E-Tur, can supp- 
ly four times Ophira ’s current water 
needs. According to estimates, it will 
be able to give an adequate supply 
for the settlement's projected pop- 
ulation in 1985. It can transport 1.25 
million cubic metres of water a year, 
and cart IL34m. Work on the line 
started in March 1976. 

Speaking at the dedication 
ceremony, Rabin told local residents 


that he “believes In our presence 
here for a long time, to fill Israel's 
security needs. And I believe that 
those who live here will continue to 
be residents of Israel for 
generations.” 

Recalling that when he visited 
Ophira two years ago, residents ex- 
pressed doubts about the future of 
the place and Israel's Interest In it, 
Rabin commented: “I said then that 
we would build 500 housing units; 
and they are built. I said that a water 
line would be built; and today we are 
dedicating it.” 

Rabin, accompanied by his wife, 
was applauded loudly by the- 
assembly. 


Black market dealer jailed 


TEL AVIV {Itim). — One of Tel 
Aviv's well-known black market 
dealers was sentenced yesterday to 
two years in jail for trading Illegally 
In foreign currency. 

But Judge Dov Levin of the Tel 
Aviv District Court postponed ac- 
tivating the sentence until July so 
that Yitzhak Zweigenbaum, 80 — 
known on LiHenblum Street as "Big 
Itzele" — could appeal to the Presi- 
dent for clemency. 

Judge Levin said that “Big Itzele" 
did not seem so big any more. 
Zweigenbaum was convicted for 


changing two U.S. pensioners’ che- 
ques totaling $187 into Israel pounds. 
He was sentenced to two years 
because of a previous suspended 
sentence. For the last offence, he got 
three months, to run concurrent with 
the two-year term. 

Judge Levin said he had taken into 
account all the possible extenuating 
circumstances, such as the "new 
leaf" Zweigenbaum claimed to have 
turned, his marriage and newborn 
child. He added that only the Presi- 
dent could stop the prison term 
which the law demands. 


Nuclear plants will be 
world’s safest in peace

The safeguards necessary to 
.protect Israel’s nuclear plants 
against enemy action may make 
them the safest plants in the world as 
far as peacetime accidents are con- 
cerned, according to the general 
manager of the Israel Electric Cor- 
poration. 

Ariel Ami ad told the National 
Planning Council yesterday that the 
security safeguards against war ac- 
tion and sabotage — the precise 
nature of which, he said, are secret 
— are an added safety factor against 
conventional mishaps such as 
radioactive leaks. In addition, he 
said, the plant will incorporate the 
most up-to-date conventional safety 
features in use In the world. 

In a departure from regular prac- 
tice, the council opened yesterday's 
meeting to representatives of the 
public and press. On hand were 
heads of local councils and volunteer 
organizations from the vicinity of 
Nitzanim, which Is proposed as the 
site of the first nuclear plant by the 
Electric Corporation. The residents 
expressed concern about the prox- 
imity of the plant to their com- 
munities. 

Amiad said five sites had been con- 
sidered by the EEC— Palmahlm, Nit- 
zanim and Zikim on the coast, and 
Halutza and Mashabei Sadeh inland. 
Palmahlm had already been ruled 
out; and all the rest, except for Nit- 
zanim, are still problematical, he 


a&ld. The two inland sites, said 
Amiad, hinge on the construction of 
the proposed canal between the 
Mediterranean and the Dead Sea 
whose waters would be needed by 
any power plant for cooling. 

Amiad said that in about 10 years, 
when the country's first nuclear 
plant is operative, there will already 
he some 500 nuclear plants operating 
in the world. He said Israel will 
follow the latest proven, technology 
in building a light-water reactor. 

Zvl Dinstein, chairman of the 
National Energy Authority, said that 
Israel had no choice hut to develop 
nuclear and coal-operated plants. 
Liquid fuel will disappear from the 
world scene in 30 years and shor- 
tages will already be felt in 25 years. 

“There's no chance that a'conven- 
tlonal power plant will be built any 
more,” he said. “Even Iran with all 
its oil Is building nuclear plants.” 

More exotic solutions, such as 
solar energy, will not be available at 
a commercial level until the turn of 
the century, he said. 

Haim Kubersky, chairman, said 
that the planning council, which 
must approve construction of a 
nuclear plant, will not approve any 
site until it is proven to be the best of 
several alternatives. Residents of 
the Nitzanim area complained that 
the IEC had not given serious con- 
sideration to any other site. Yester- 
day's hearing marked the beginning 
of the council's discussions on the 
subject.

Japan-Soviet fishing talks 


perilled by island disputes 


TOKYO (AF) . — Hie latest round of 
Japanese -Soviet fishing talks has 
strained relations, already weaken- 
ed by a long-standing dispute over 
four Pacific Islands and a recent 
squabble over a top-secret jet. 

The 20-year-old question of who 
owns the four southern Kurile 
Islands off the northern coast of 
Japan has stood in the way of an in- 
terim agreement on the fish i ng 
rights question. The Islands — with a 
population of about 16,000 — are 
claimed by Japan but have been held 
by Russia atace the end of World War 
H. They have a total area of less than 
one-half square mile. Although the 
ialands contain few natural 
resources, their surrounding waters 
teem with fish. 

Hie islands are also seen as a 
strategic outpost In the Pacific. 
China claims Soviet military In- 
stallations on the faijmda have been 
strengthened as a "dagger thrust 
against Japan." 

Moscow also fears that returning 
the islands to Japan would set a 
dangerous precedent to territorial 
disputes with other nations. 

The Soviet Union claims that the 
World War H settlement giving it 
control over the islands Is final, and 
the Russians have refused to 


acknowledge any Japanese claims. 

Japan's improved relations with 
ruling and Its willingness to Invest in 
Russia's vast untapped oil and gas 
reserves could signal an end to the 
long-standing Islands dispute. 

Both countries have allowed the 
issue to remain dormant over the 
past 10 yearn. In 1975, Japan agreed 
to take part in an expensive project 
to tap gas and oil fields on the con- 
tinental shelf of Sakhalin Island, (me 
of the disputed territories. 

But negotiations for this and other 
high-priced projects came to an 


abrupt halt last year, whqn a defec- 


ting Russian pilot flew a top-secret 
Mig-25 jet to Japan. Japanese and 
American technicians dismantled 
the jet while Moscow fumed and 
protested. 

The Kremlin cancelled all ongoing 
economic talks with Japan and 
threatened retaliation. As a result of 
that Incident, Moscow’s opening 
position at this year's fishing talks 
was extremely tough. 

Despite Soviet intransigence, the 
fishing faints appear ripe for a settle- 
ment. The last Issue to be resolved 
centres on how to draw a 200-mile 
limit around the disputed Pacific 
islands.

As Powell spoke, the Russian 
trawler Taras Shevchenko, the first 
Soviet vessel to be seized by the 
Coast Guard, was Impounded in 
Boston Harbour ; and a second Soviet 
ship, the refrigeration vessel An- 
tanas Snechkus, was flying the 
American flag and steaming under 
escort to Boston for confiscation of 
part of its catch. 

The trawler 1 was said by the Coast 
Guard to have taken river herring 
beyond the amount authorized under 
the new fishing regulations and the 
refrigeration vessel was alleged to 
have seven species of prohibited fish 
in its holds. 

No formal charges have been 
made against either vessel, but the 
93 members of the Taras 
Shevchenko crew were confined to 
the ship in Boston Harbour. 

The trouble over Soviet violations 
in the ridh Atlantic waters off New 
England comes at a low point in 
relations between the two super- 
powers. Carter’s outspoken com-

Argentine families demand 
action on 425 detainees 


BUENOS A2RES. — Twelve Argen- 
tine families on Monday filed a peti- 
tion with the Supreme Court seeking 
Information on the disappearance 
and apparent arrest of 429 persons, 
among them a prominent labour 
leader and a former university rec- 
tor. a 

The 18 -page petition charged that 
the detainees, “after having been 
arrested by armed groups that 
prima facie presented themselves as 
acting under an (official) authority, 
have disappeared.” 

The petition said writs of habeas 
c ornua had b een filed in all cases 
"with rib result. " ' 

"Public organizations which re- 
quire these reports by law have 
-answered in all cases that those 
(disappeared) persons are not-listed 
as detainees,” the petition said. 

The petition asked the Supreme 
Court to intervene to appoint a 
"minister of the court’’ to in- 
vestigate the disappearances and 
provide information oh the 
detainees. 

The 12 .petitioners included the 


wife of union leader Oscar Smith, 
seised by a group of armed men out- 
side his suburban Buenos Aires 
borne In early February. 

The Incident came the day after 
Smith's cooperation with the govern- 
ment had successfully defused a 
growing labour dispute. 


Also included among the 
petitioners were relatives of 
Mauricio Amilcar Lopez, former 
rector of the University of San Luis, 
who disappeared last year.

Rhodesia peace prospects 
dim as rhetoric flares 


GAPE TOWN. — Prospect* of a 
peaceful settlement in war-torn 
Rhodesia dimmed yesterday as 
white Rhodesian Prime Minister Ian 
Smith declared that, if black 
nationalists want war, “that is what 
they will get." 

Smith, Interviewed In Cape Town 
on the eve of his meeting with British 
Foreign Secretary David Owen, 
reacted sharply to a statement by 
nationalist leader Robert Mugabe 
that the Rhodesian crisis would be 
solved in "protracted, bitter and 
bloody battle.” 

Meanwhile, in Salisbury yester- 
day, the military command said 
guerrillas have abducted 150 black 
civilians and attacked a Rhodesian 
train laden with goods. 

The train came under small-arms- 
fire on Monday night and a crew 
member was killed. In the 
southwestern war zone, the com- 
munique said, "terrorists abducted 
approximately 150 African civilians 
who were escorted at gunpoint 
across the border Into Botswana. 
More than 1,000 black Rhodesians 
have been taken to Botswana, then 
transferred to' Zambia for training 
with guerrillas of the Patriotic Front 
led by Mugabe and Joshua Nkomo. 

In Cape Town, Smith took a tough 
line against the African presidents of 
southern Africa's so-called front-line 
states — Angola, Zambia, Tanzania, 
Mozambique and Botswana — and 
accused them of hindering attempts 
to find a solution. "They seem to be 
prilling along with the Russian line of 
thinking," said Smith. "This can 
only hinder the solution.” 

Diplomatic sources In Cape Town 
said yesterday that the odds are 
stacked heavily against the British 
foreign secretary achieving a 
breakthrough on his Rhodesia peace 


mission. 

The sources said that although Dr. 
Owen received a measure of en- 
couragement on Monday from Tan- 
zanian President Julius Nyerere, be 
also got apparent rebuffs from both' 
- ends of the Rhodesian political spec- 
trum. 

Mugabe, referring to the 38-year- 
old Owen’s "youthful character" 
and Ms need to “acquire a bit of 
diplomacy,” said only a protracted 
and bloody war would solve the 
Rhodesian problem. Smith said he 
did not expect much to result from 
Ms t*ii« with Owen here today. 

Yesterday Owen had talks with 
Mozambique President Sam or a 
Machel. 

Owen will have separate meetings 
with South African Prime Minister 
John Voreter and Smith today, but 
diplomatic sources were not ruling 
out the possibility of three-way talks 
if all sides agreed they might be 
fruitful. 

South African Government 
sources said Voreter would almost 
certainly back the white Rhodesian 
regime's call for a national referen- 
dum among Rhodesia’s 20-to-one 
black majority to produce & leader 
and end Che squabbling that has 
marked black politics for several 
years. ' - 

Political sources In Salisbury — 
both black and white — say that 
despite claims by Mugabe and 
Nkomo'a Patriotic Front to have 
majority support in Rhodesia, a 
referendum would produce victory 
for the moderate Bishop Abel 
Muzarewa. 

Such a victory would ease Smith’s 
passage In persuading his violently 
anti-Communist white followers to 
accept a black majority 
government.

TEST YOUR MATCH PLAY by H.W. 
Kelsey, Faber and Fhber, S Queen Square, 
London, 1077, 100 pm fUS. 

' H.W. Kelsey, who is one - of the 
most prolific bridge writers and 
analysts, presents 84 challenging 
deals. These hands serve as ex- 
cellent training for experts in 
preparation for high-level bridge 
tournaments. They also serve as 
.very good demonstrations for bridge 
students, enabling them to sharpen 
their thinking. 

All but two of the deals are either 
In .game or slam contracts, one-half 
of the deals are presented as 
problems for declarer, and the other 
.half as problems for a defender. 

Kelsey also uses a gimmick of 
scoring the deals as though you were 
playing a 64-board match in a team- 
of-four contest. He Indicates your 
score on the hand If you succeed or 
fail, and a likely score at the replay 
table. The following deal (No. 59) is 
Illustrative:

Now here to Kelsey’s 
analysis: 

“The only chance for making the 
slam is to try to discard dummy’s 
losing heart on the fourth round of 
spades and subsequently to ruff your 
heart in dummy. A 3-3 spade break 
will be of no use to you, for you can- 
not afford to have an opponent ruff 
the fourth spade. If you are to 
succeed you need to find one 
defender with four spades and the 
outstanding trump. 

“If West has the remaining trump 
you can succeed only If he has four 
small spades and East has the 
doubleton jack and ten. If East has 
the trump, you have a choice of 
plays. You can either play him for 
both honour cards by taking a deep 
finesse, or you can play for West to 
have doubleton honour. This is just a 
matter of probabilities. Of the fifteen 
double-tons West may hold, only six 
contain no honour card. The odds are 
therefore three-to-two in favour of 
leading the nine of spades to your 
king, returning the three to the ace, 
hoping for an honour card to appear 
from West, and finessing the eight on 
the third round."

TEL AVIV. — A fortnight of artistic 

and experimental films Is to be held 
at the Cultural Institute of the 
French Embassy here.

lng the student psychologically; 
and a belief that the topic Is not rele- 
vant to the contemporary anti- 
historical mood of the students.

The interest in the 
Holocaust has not been paralleled 
by an equal interest in the heritage 
of the Jews who died. There Is not 
one full curriculum on Jewish life In 
Eastern Europe in modern times — 
Anri this deserves as much attention 
as the Holocaust.

A READER'S letter takes me to task 
for writing in this column about con- 
ditions that invariably turn out to be 
simple and straightforward. They 
run an uneventful course and end 
with the patient ' b complete recovery 
without any nasty after-effects, even 
If such conditions have an Initially 
serious look to them. 

Thus the ominous pain In the chest 
to really only a bad attack of in- 
digestion; a facial paralysis is not a 
stroke, but a temporary complaint 
which can be expected to right Itself 
spontaneously; and so on. 

My critic goes on to ask sceptically 
whether these conditions really 
reflect the morbidity which the fami- 
ly doctor sees in his day-to-day 
work? Although it might not be at- . 
tractive, why don’t I write — - the 

reader asks — about less simple and 
benign subjects, so as to represent 
more accurately the true morbidity I 
deal with, and io as not to give a 
false impression about the 
significance of symptoms and the 
true prevalence of serious Illness? 

Fortunately 1 keep accurate, 
records of my work, and therefore I 
am able to refute my reader's un- 
derstandable — but aa it turns out — 
groundless, “morbid" suspicions 
that I paint too roBy a picture. 

Each of my patients pays me a; 
visit on the average about five to six 
times a year. The figure is greater 
for the very young and the elderly 
and lower for adolescents and young 
and middle-aged adults. Last year I 
recorded just' over 50 
hospitalizations for every 1,000 
patients in my practice. In other 
words, there were more than 100 of- 
fice or home consultations for each 
admission to hospit&L By this simple 
calculation and by a more detailed 
analysis of the reasons for vbrfts, it’s • 
easy to see that they will Invariably 
be for a simple cause, usually self- 
limiting in nature and such as can be 
treated entlrely'wlthout the need for

referral elsewhere. Thus the subject 
matter of this column is a fair 
representation of the sort of com- 
plaints' brought to me, despite my. 
critic's comments. 

More elegant studies than my own 
In this .field have brought to tight 
other information on what people do 
when they experience "symptoms" 
which to them Indicate ill health. 
Less than half of these symptoms. It 
seems, are even brought to the atten- 
tion of a doctor and are either Ig- 
nored or self-treated by tbe sufferer 
or by a non-medical agency. 

About 90 per cent of those which 
are taken to the family doctor are 
treated by him entirely (as my own 
experience indicates), and only a 
small minority require the involve- 
ment of other medical agencies. In- 
cluding the hospital, for investiga- 
tion and treatment. This is not to 
say, of course, that family doctors 
never see any acute or serious Ill- 
nesses. Last year for example there 
were four heart attacks and eight 
cases of acute appendicitis or other 
emergency abdominal operations 
among my own patients, and two 
new cases of cancer came to light. 
But viewed against the background 
of the overall picture, such events 
are thankfully relatively uncommon. 

The obvious conclusion to be 
drawn from all this to that the vast 
majority of symptoms presented to 


me will have a simple expla n atio n 
and have no ominous implications. . 
For a very small minority, this will 
not be so. On the other hand, the 
symptoms of patients attending 
hospital out-patient clinics or ad- 
mitted to hospital will usually be 
mare significant, but even at that, 
many 'Will prove to be unimportant 
from the point of view of indicating 
serious disease. 

T raining of medical students In 
Israel to almost exclusively hospital- 
, oriented. (The curriculum of the new 
medical course at Ben-Gurlon 
University of the Negev to communi- 
ty oriented.) This Inevitably 
provides such students with a very 
biassed picture of the distribution 
and severity of morbidity as it truly 
occurs In the population, since they 
will not be exposed to the 90 per cent 
or so of syfhptoms never seen Inside 
hospltaL This Is part of the reason 
why most of the graduates of our 
medical schools prefer to remain 
within the familiar walls of the 
hospital after completing their un- 
dergraduate studies, rather than 
venture into what is for them the un- 
familiar and uncharted sea of health 
and illness as it actually occurs in 
the community. 

Hie beginning of March saw the 
establishment of the Israel Associa- 
tion of Family Doctors within the 
Israel Medical Association. All its 
founder members are specialists' in 
the field and view the development 
and expansion of the speciality in 
Israel as their prime responsibility. 
Undoubtedly, they will see as one of 
their first tasks the necessity of 
pressing for a substantial increase in 
tbe amount of community exposure 
in medical school curricula, as has 
already occurred in most other 
Western countries within the past 
ten years. 

Meantime, I will continue to write 
about medicine as ft does happen in 
practice — mine. 


Shared vision of Jerusalem

THERE WAS a feeling that history 
had come almost full circle at 
Mtahkenot Sha’ananim In Jerusalem 
the other afternoon. 


The occasion itself was not much 
out of the ordinary ; a meeting of the 
Jerusalem branch of the Israel 
Association of University Women to 
publicize its scholarship funds. But 
the guest-speaker chose as her topic 
a subject close.to her heart and vivid 
in her imagination: "Jerusalem and 
the Mbntefiores." 


Harriet Sebag-Mantefiore, a New 
York-born, Bryn Mawr and Hunter 
College-trained psychiatric social 
worker, has .not only married Into 
the aristocratic Anglo-Je wish family 
hut has fallen in love with the long- 
dead Judith, “wife and beloved com- 
panion" of the venerable Sir Moses 
Montefiore. 

Judith and Moses visited 
Jerusalem seven times in their 50 
years of married life and Judith’s 


diaries (Harriet Sebag-Manteflore 
has the original leather-bound 
volumes) are full of colourful 
vignettes of their arduous journeys 
and the Holy City as they found it. 
The first time was in 1827. From 
their tented encampment on the 
Mount of Olives (where she slept 
with pistols at her side), Judith look- 
ed down on tbe Old City and wrote 
that “no city In the world can bear 
comparison with Jerusalem." 

On their second visit, in 1839, Lady 
Montefiore was allowed to light four 
candles in the Sephardi synagogue 
and even to place the rimonim on the 
Sefer Torah (quite an honour in 
those days for a woman and an 
Ashkenazi one at that). 

Th eir last visit was in 1858, travell- 
ing as always hi the famous coach. It 
was during that stay that the 
residential quarter of Ye min Moshe 
was begun and the windmill built. 
Later. Sir Moses was to say that 
Palestine must belong to the Jews 
and that Jerusalem was testified, to 


be a Jewish centre. 

Judith died in 1862 and to buried In 
the English seaside resort of 
Ramsgate, where Sir Moses erected 
a monument fashioned after 
Rachel's Tomb over her grave. "The 
little good I have accomplished," Sir 
Moses said “was due to my wife." 

Lady Montagu never lived In 
Yemln Moshe. But the girl-child 
born there In 1974 has been named 
Judith after her. 

Says Harriet Sebag-Mbnteflore: 
“ Think and thank’ is the Montefiore 
motto. I think of the 22 -year-old 
soldier called Kfrschenbaum who 
was the last defender of Yemin 
Moshe in the 1948 fighting and who 
died at his post. And I thank him for 
the gift he gave me — of everlasting 
life for my own Jewishness.”

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Ambitious task for amateurs

TO GIVE his amateur musicians a 
serious challenge, Noam Sheriff 
chose a rather ambitious task: 
Schoenberg’s early opus, originally 
conceived for string sextet but usual- 
ly performed by a string orchestra, 
demands technical ability, 
rhythmical precision and musical 
elasticity. 

To achieve the first two qualities, 
the conductor neglected somewhat 
the latter, and this is a serious han- 
dicap for the full enjoyment of the 
work. The “Night” la a rather long 
one as it is, and if a conductor does 
not nurse It along at a good pace and 
let all Its subdued but scintillating 
sonorities play their lights and 
colours on the nightly scene, perfor- 
mance tends to get stuck In sen- 
timentality. But considering the 
status ol the players, the results of 
this particular performance were 
encouraging and deserve praise, 
though the inclusion of the work in 
this festival is questionable. 

The stage then filled up to capacity 
with choristers (and wind in- 
struments plus timpani} including 
soloists Robin Weisel-Capsuto. 
Tamar Raz, Louis Garb and Willy 


Haparnos for the Requiem by 
Mozart. Avner Itai, choir master par 
excellence, took over the baton, and 
from the first . strains of the 
orchestra, we knew that we were in 
for a special experience. 

Itai has crystallized his conducting* 
technique, and his heat has become 
clearer, more precise and elegant. 
His sense for beautiful sound has 
changed the character of our choirs 
and has turned the voices Into a 
collective instrument of velvety 
sound, retaining a wide range of 
dynamics. 


The soloists were of varying level : 
the soprano, Robin Weisel, was a 
definite asset as was baritone 
Hapa mas, while Miss Ras has 
neither sufficient voice nor per- 
sonality to fulfil her part; the same- 
must be said of the tenor Louis Garb, 
who gallantly tried to represent his 
all too rare guild. 

The choir was perfectly rehearsed. 
One could enjoy the perfect molding 
of phrases and the intelligent 
emphasis to the right accents of the 
Latin text. The sound of the massed 
choir was rich and mellifluous; soft 
passages carried well and strong 
lines never became crude or coarse. 
The orchestra joined the effort with 
gusto (bravo to the trombone player 
for his solo In the “Tuba mirumi”) 
and the whole presentation had 
style, standard and gave honour and 
dignity to the Festival.

The Israel Youth Hostel Associa- 
tion on Monday dedicated its refur- 
bished hostel at Tiberias in memory 
of Yosef Meyouhas, late head of the 
Youth Department in the Education 
Ministry.

American Express Is willing to 
press the American government to 
allow direct flights to Atarot Airport 
in Jerusalem, if the Israel Govern- 
ment relaxes its charter roles and 
allows flights for visits of seven days 
to the capital. Tourism Minister 
Mbs he Kbl told a news conference in 
Jerusalem yesterday. 

Until now. there has been an im- 
passe in charters to Atarot. The 
government is willing to allow 
charters for five-day stays in the 
capital, but no other government is 
willing to make the politically 
volatile move of permitting flights to 
the airport which la in "occupied 
territory.” 

Mr. Kol explained that before a 
government would agree to such a 
move, there must be a request to do 
so by a travel operator. American 
Express told him that it was simply 
not worthwhile for an American to 
come to Jerusalem for five days. But 
for seven days, the company said, it 
would make the effort. 

The Tourism Minister, who was 
reporting on his recent visit to the 
U.S. and Canada, also indicated that 
he would like to see liberalization of 
charters in other areas. He noted 
that the charter rules allow, these 
flights for "special events." Travel 
circles wanted to know if the 10th an- 


niversary of the reunification of 
Jerusalem and the coming 30th an- 
niversary of the establishment of the 
state were not “special events.” 

With regard to Jerusalem, he said, 
he had every Intention of recommen- 
ding that the Investment committee 
authorize loans for the building of 
new hotels In the city. There are 
three such requests on the books, he 
noted. 

He expressed general satisfaction 
with the rise in tourism last year, 
some 25 per cent over 1975, and noted 
that there were also increases in 
Christian pilgrims. His only disap- 
pointment. he said, was with the 
Zionists wbo did not follow the 
resolution of the World Zionist 
Organization to hold all conferences 
in Jerusalem. Only the Canadian 
Zionist Organization actually did so. 
he said. 

On the other hand, he pointed out, 
other Jewish groups did convene in 
Jerusalem. All three branches of 
American Judaism, Orthodox, 
Conservative and Reform met in 
Israel, he said. 

With regard to the future he waa 
optimistic, noting that travel 
wholesalers and local operators 
were going full steam ahead with 
promotion of travel to Israel. 

He saw every reason to expect the 
predicted 900,000 tourists this year 
and a million tourists In 3978.

Jewish groups claim U.S. firm 
can continue boycott 


WASHINGTON (UPI). — The 
Justice Department’s proposed 
settlement of its antitrust action 
against the Bechtel Corporation for 
participation in the Arab boycott will 
allow the company to continue par-' 
ticip&ting In the boycott, three 
Jewish organizations charged 
yesterday. 

The settlement "in effect explains 
to Bechtel how to continue to par- 
ticipate,” the groups said in announ- 
cing they had filed a memorandum 
opposing the proposed settlement 
with the Justice Department. 

The American Jewish Committee, 
the American Jewish Congress and 
the Anti-Defamation League of B’nai 
B'rith asked the Department to 
reconsider the proposed settlement 
involving the engineering and con- 
struction firm. 

They said the decree “fails in the 


elementary task of preventing con- 
tinuation and recurrence of the 
alleged violation... fails to prohibit 
Bechtel's participation in, and im- 
plementation of, the Arab boycott of 
U.S. firms" and will permit it to con- 
tinue business practices "which are 
virtually identical to the way Bechtel 
has always conducted business in the 
past." 

In January 3976, the Justice 
Department challenged Bechtel's 
participation in the boycott as an un- 
reasonable restraint of trade in 
violation of the antitrust act. 

But under terms of the proposed 
settlement, the Jewish groups said, 
the company could solicit bids from 
subcontrators and then give that list 
to an Arab client which could strike 
out all “undesirable" or blacklisted 
firms or persons before making a 
choice. 


Rubinstein reports increased salas 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
The Rubinstein building company 
sold 67 flats with a total value of 
about IL25m. during March, 
management sources report. They 
say that In recent weeks con- 
siderable buying interest has been 
shown. 

For instance, 64 of the 72 planned 
flats in the company’s Rehov David 
Hamel ech project in Tel _Ayiy v have 
been sold, although delivery will not 
take place before two years. Similar- 
ly. of 54 cottages under construction 


In Ra'anana, about 50 are sold. 
Completion date there is the end of 
1978. Other projects in Neot Rahel, 
Holon and Klryat Sh&rett also report 
60 to 90 per cent of theirflats sold. 

Company managers explain the 
relative rush to buy flats by the 
public's fear of price rises towards 
the end of the year. 

This increase is considered in- 
evitable because of the steep rise in 
the index of construction costs and 
because of the drastic drop in 
building starts. 


Shekem sales pick up after slump

TEL AVIV. — Business at the 
Shekem chain of stores for members 
of the armed forces, has picked up 
during the first quarter of this year. 
During March ail previous sales 
records were broken. This comes 
after a slump in sales during the last 
half of 1976. Dr. Nahman Vand, head 
of the Shekem’s marketing depart- 
ment, told The Jerusalem Post 
yesterday. 

Vand explained that last year's 
slump had been mainly in the 
clothing, footwear and electrical 
appliance departments. 

The change started in January, he 
said. Some of the reasons for the 
renewed buying interest was the 
colder weather in that month, which 
caused people to buy warm clothing 
and home heaters- Another reason 
was that the store advanced the date 
of its end-of-season sales. 

Concerning the record-breaking 
sales in March, Dr. Vand said they 
were probably due to the Pessah 
holiday and the fact that many wage 
earners received wage increases. 
The public’s fear that after the May 
election prices will rise sharply, 


probably also was a factor, he said. 

The best-sellers last' month were 
musical instruments, stereo sets, 
electrical appliances, washing 
machines and refrigerators. 


Paying for the Jumbo 
nightmare at Tenerife 


LONDON (Ofhs). — The insurance 
underwriter’s nightmare involves a 
collision between two 747s fully load- 
ed with American passengers over 
an oil refinery. 

Because that nightmare was 
regarded as unlikely, and because 
insurance competition is so stiff, 
premiums for the 747 have been es- 
pecially low. When the wide-bodled - 
aircraft was introduced, premiums 
averaged three per cent but quickly 
dropped as its performance proved 
its reliability. (No 747 has crashed 
due to mechanical failure.) 

The annual premiums now vary 
from 30 cents per hundred dollars for 
a top-rated airline like P an Am or 
British Airways to as high as 90 cents 
for a 747 belonging to a small and in- 
experienced airline. 

“Tenerife has been a salutary 
lesson to insurers as to what can 
happen," an underwriter at Lloyd’s 
of London said. "A big loss must 
produce a rise in premium." In- 
surance underwriters compare the 
lessons of Tenerife, where 568 died 
when two Boeing Jumbo jetliners 
collided on the runway, March 27, to 
discoveries made about Very Large 
Crude Carriers (VLCCs) which were 
under-rated in their premiums until 
they began to sink. Rates went up 20 
per cent after the first sinking and 
another 20 after the next. 

Other aircraft, whose record is 


either unproven or uneven, are pay- 
ing higher premiums than the 747. 
Concorde is usually rated at three 
and a half per cent, because there 
are only nine in operation. If there 
were more, the rates would probably 
drop. 

Both KLM and PanAm have been 
repaid for the full hull value of their 
747s — £23mr UL368zn.) for the 
newer KLM and £l3m. (11203m.) for 
the older PanAm aircraft. 

When premiums for fleets with 
747s are re-assessed, there will be a 
rise of about 25 per cent, but the 
effect on fares la likely to be 
minimal. 

Airlines were paid immediately 
for their hulls but it will take longer 
for the survivors of the collision and 
those whose family died to collect. 
To see bow long, one must look at a 
decision made last Thursday in a Los 
Angeles court. 

Nagao Fumei, a Japanese who lost 
Ms wife in the crash of the Turkish 
airlines DC-30 over Paris In 1974, 
was awarded $253,000 (H2.3m.) in a 
suit against Me Donne 11 -Douglas and 
General Dynamics, who manufac- 
tured the DC-10. The New York 
lawyer who represented Fumei, Lee 
Kreindler, has already been con- 
tacted by the family of one of the 
PanAm passengers killed at 
Tenerife. 


Pension for widow of janitor 
who was engaged after age 65

HAIFA. — hi a precedent setting 
judgment, the Haifa Labour Court 
yesterday awarded a pension to the 
widow of a man who died while work- 
ing in the public service, though he 
had been engaged after the age of 65. 

The widow of Muhamed Ahmed 
Majir had sued the Shfaram 
Municipality for the pension. In her 
brief, she said that her husband had 
worked as a school janitor in the 
town until the day of his death in 
January 1975, aged 76. He had held 
the job for over 11 years. Two of the 
couple’s children were still under 18. 
when he died. 

The Municipality only offered to 
grant the widow her husband’s 
severance pay. 

The widow argued that the Public 
Service Law entitled a municipal 
employee to a pension, provided he 
had worked for at least five years 
before his death. The Municipality 


countered that the law applied only 
when the employee had served five 
years before reaching the official 
pension age of 85. 

The Court, presided over by Judge 
Eliezer Canfi, ruled that the Public 
Service Law (which applies to local 
authorities too) made no reser- 
vations regarding the age of the 
employee. “We have found no clause 
in the law restricting the pension 
rights of employees who start work 
after the legal pension age of 65,“ he 
said. 

A legal expert told 27ie Jerusalem 
Post that the judgment would not 
apply to private employen, but only 
to the Public Service, where pension 
rights are laid down by the law. In 
private employ pension rights are 
determined by the labour contracts 
between the employer and the 
works’ committee.

opinion would sway the officers un- 
ion to come to their senses. - 

“The unions have become ac- 
customed to the companies granting 
their every demand. They in fact 
turned the fleet into a milk cow. 
Well, we’ve reached our limit and 
the milk’s run dry. It's time the un- 
ions understood it," be said. 

The companies yesterday fixed a 
meeting to discuss the officers’ 
proposals at 10 this morning. This 
appeared to have worried the ratings 
union, and they called a general 
strike of their members at 10.30, "for 
fear that the companies would grant 
the officers the differential pay and 
leave us out," secretary Rafael 

Zabak announced. 

Half an hour later, the meeting 
between the companies and the of- 
ficers broke up, with each side ac- 
cusing the other of having made no 
concessions and sticking to previous 
positions. 

Nevertheless Zabak announced 
that the ratings strike would go on, 
pending an undertaking from the 
companies that the differential 
would be paid only to ships' masters 
and first officers, "because we do 
not intend letting the other officers 
get money for work we do." He said 
that the ratings union council would 
be convened as soon as possible to 
decide on extending the strike. to 
Israeli ships In. foreign ports. 

Erel said that while he could un- 
derstand that the two unions had 
differing opinions on differential 
payments, the companies had only 
one goal: to hammer out with the un- 
ions a new pay structure that would 
do away with Injustices and put the 
merchant fleet on a healthy footing. 

The question had come down to 
what the companies could afford, 
Erel stressed. Already some used 
foreign-flag ships because Israeli- 
manned vessels were too expensive 
to run. A 1975 comparison between 
Israeli and German crews had 
shown that the Israeli operation cost 
more, though the German sailors’ in- 
dividual pay was higher. This was 
due to the "extra costs" of the Israeli 
ship, including bigger complements, 
taxation expenses, the cost of flying 
relatives to the ships, and so on. 

The two unions have now put 
forward demands for a new contract 
amounting to rises of several hun- 
dred per cent. “Though these were of 
course only opening shots,” they 
were overstepping the limit of the 
companies' ability to pay, said Erel. 
He therefore called on them to sit 
down for three-sided negotiations to 
solve the problem.

In an 
interpretation of the law by the Supreme Court, from quitting' 
their places in the. cabinet three months ago. 

Even if he were to take a leave of absence until a new govern- 
ment is formed, Mr. Rabin would still be held legally responsi- 
ble for the conduct of his office. A caretaker government, the 
Court pointed but last January, la like Jericho under siege — 
“atraitly shut up.” 

But plainly this was hot the intention of the Knesset when It 
enacted the Transition Law, which gave rise to the present in- 
tolerable situation. The situation cannot be merely wished 
away; yet it can and should be properly corrected. 

One way apparently would be for Mr. Ra b i n to accept what 
appears to be a loophole In the Transition Law — namely giving 
a liberal construction to the wording of the law which says the 
Prime Minister could stop serving it "he is temporarily unable 
to fulfill his duties." 

This Mr. Rabin has apparently declined to do. 

Another way would be to amend the law. 

Justice Minister Zadok agrees that this must, indeed, be 
done, but not just yet. The issue Is, In his words, "sensitive and 
complicated," and there Is not enough time to consider it sober- 
ly in the heat of an election campaign. He will therefore set up a 
committee of wise and experienced men to examine the law and 
to suggest suitable amendments — to the next Knesset. 

This is rather puzzling, coming aa it does from Mir. Rabin's 
chief legal counsel. It might be true If a wholesale revision of ex- 
isting legislation were on the agenda. But what is, in fact, called 
for is a specific answer to an Immediate practical problem. 
Such an answer could be devised in a matter of days. 

The only conceivable Impediment might have been the refusal ' 
of the Opposition to go along. But. the Likud itself — for 
whatever partisan reason — was first in asking for an emergen- 
cy session of the Knesset on the Issue. The session is to be held 
next Tuesday. 

Does the Premier propose to reject the Likud's helping hand, 
and turn down its offer of cooperation? That is one of several 
disturbing questions pointed up by the course of action chosen 
by Mr. Rabin on Monday. 

He has now agreed to separate his case from that of his wife, 
so that she alone will face prosecution, while he — with the 
Attorney-General's somewhat reluctant consent — will only 
have to pay a fine for an Infraction of foreign currency 
regulations. Had he agreed to such an arrangement last week, 
he would — judging by his own words at the time — not have 
deemed it necessary to give up the party's leadership in the 
coming elections. 

Mr. Rabin now decided that this situation should be rec- 
tified, and that, since his offence was "trivial," he should re- 
main strategically located at Labour's top, not only in the 
Knesset but also in the Cabinet, In order to be' able to challenge 
Mr. Peres in due course? 

These are serious questions not simply for the Labour Party 
and its prospects of restoring internal unity, but also for the na- 
tion as a whole. 


Still no explanation 


TWO WEEKS have passed since the bloody events at the Arab 
villages of Bake, el Gharbiya and Jatt. Yesterday, finally, the 
Police Minister made a statement, included in the Cabinet com- 
munique, about the events after two ministers raised the issue. 

Without prejudicing any future investigation into the matter, 
it may be stated as a fact that scores of villagers were hurt at 
the time by border policemen and that no policemen' were 
reported as having suffered any bodily damage. True, the ac- 
tion against the villagers was not unprovoked. But the ferocity 
of the police attack, and the nature of the police units Involved, 
clearly call for an explanation. 

The provocation consisted in the closing of the road running 
through Baka by hlgh-school students run wild on the occasion 
of the anniversary of Land Day, March 80. Their demonstration 
was the only major exception to the relative quiet which prevail- 
ed in the Arab villages in Galilee and the Little Triangle. 
Attempts by local leaders to reason with the students proved of 
no avail, and at that point the border police stepped In. 

The unit posted in Baka was the special unit to fight 
terrorism. This is a crack formation which Includes many 
policemen from among Israel's nos-Jewlsh minorities, and its 
existence enables us all to sleep more soundly and securely in 
our beds. 

But what was such a unit doing in an Israeli village, even if 
some disturbance was expected there? This unit, rightly, has 
never been — and hopefully never will be — used to put down 
demonstrations by religious zealots, nor riots on a football field, 
nor to break Into a strike-ridden pent. Why then unleash them, 
with the backing of a helicopter and numerous armoured per- 
sonnel carriers, against Israeli school-children and their 
parents, no matter how outrageous their behaviour? 

There was also an element of sheer political obtuseness in 
carrying out such a punitive action In these two villages. Baka 
especially is a quiet, far from radical, village, whose young 
Mayor, Jallal Abu Toemeh, la one of the few Arab members of 
the Labour Party's Central Committee. 

The tragic events at Baka and Jatt seem to Indicate that 
Israel's political leadership has lost its grip on the conduct of af- 
fairs in the country's Arab sector. 

Since the resignation of the Arab Affairs Advisor, Mr. Shmuel 
Toledano, there have been signs of an abdication of political 
responsibility on the part of his office. Mr. Rabin's proposal for 
an Arab- Jewish Advisory Council has proved to be devoid of all 
meaning. 

. Yet there is a struggle now going on tor the aouis and loy&raes 
of Israel's Arab citizens. Unfortunately, the events at Baka and 
Jatt, and the long official silence concerning them, are not 
calculated to provide moral support for those many Arabs who 
have long opted for a good and secure life as true Israeli 
citizens. 
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WHETHER OR NOT the Labour 
Party and -the Likud succeed in 
pushing the electoral reform bill 
through its first reading before the 
May elections, it seems certain that 
the proportional representation 
system, which has been in operation 
in Israel for 28 years, will be abolish- 
ed early in the next Knesset. 

Now that Herut has abandoned its 
long-standing opposition, the bill 
commands the support of almost 
three-quarters of the legislature, and 
whatever votes the Democratic 
Movement for Change may collect at 
the expense of the two major parties, 
no major change in this situation 
seems likely as a result of the polls.

THE LARGE measure of agreement 
onelectoral reform is the result of a 
struggle carried on by David Ben- 
Guxion from the beginning of 
Israel's parliamentary life, but the 
history of the present Initiative goes 
back to February 'UN, when the 
newly reunited Israel Labour Party 
set up a Committee, headed by 
former Justice Minister Dov Joseph, 
to consider the problem. 

In Its report. Issued In June 1869, 
the committee recommended a com- 
promise between the existing system 
of proportional representation and 
the single-member constituency 
system — aa in Britain and the U.S. 
— which had been advocated by Ben- 
Gurion from the beginning and by 
M&pal since 1934- The committee 
recommended that 90 members be 
elected in 80 three-member con- 
stituencies, and the rest by coun- 
trywide proportional representation. 

Largely owing to the persistent ef- 


forts of Gad Ya’acoW, then Deputy 
Minister of Transport, a btil em- 
bodying the committee's proposals, 
submitted on behalf of the Labour 
Party, passed its preliminary 
reading, with the support of the 
Liberals and several smaller par- 
ties, on July 12, 1972. 

By mid-March 1973, the committee 
stage was completed £rx preparation 
for first reading, but the Liberals 
had in the meantime succumbed to 
pressure by their He rut partners and 
suspended their support for the bin, 
so that further progress was not 
possible during the lifetime of the 
seventh Knesset. 

immediately after the 1973 elec- 
tions the initiative was resumed, and 
on April 4. 1974. a bill on the same 
lines again received a preliminary 
reading, and was referred to the 
Constitution, Law and Justice Com- 
mittee for detailed consideration. 

Progress in committee was pain- 
fully slow, partly owing to the delay- 
ing tactics of the chairman. Dr. 
Zerah Warhaftig of the National 
Religious Party, which opposes the 
reform proposals, and partly 
because Labour and the Liberals dis- 
agreed over the particulars to be in- 
cluded in the bill. 


Tfce-log-Jam was broken only a few 
weeks ago, when agreement was 
reached between the two parties and 
He rut climbed onto the bandwagon. 
It now seems clear that the old 
system is doomed and that a new era 
will open in Israel's parliamentary 
annals.

THE FIRST ISSUE of a Circassian

IN- VIEW of some prevalent mis- 
conceptions. It is worth reviewing in 
some detail the various stages of the 
prolonged effort to reform the elec- 
toral system. 

The story begins is July 1948 — 
during the second truce in the War of 
Independence, less than two months 
after the establishment of Israel, 
when it was decided to bold elections 
to a Constituent Assembly as soon aa 
possible. 

A Cabinet committee, consisting of 
David Ben-Gurtan, Interior Minister 
Yitzhak Gruenbaum and Justice 
Minister Pinhas Rosen, and a com- 
mittee of the Provisional Council of 
State, headed by David Bar-Rav-Hai 
of Mapai, were set up to prepare an 
election law. Ben-Gurion, in the 
Cabinet, and Arte Altman, of the 
Revisionists, among others, ad- 
vocated the single-member con- 
stituency system, but, as Ben-Gurion 
■admitted later, it was Impracticable 
under the circumstances. 

As fighting was still in progress 
and no one even knew where Israel’s 
boundaries would run, it was clearly 
impossible to divide up the country 
into constituencies. If elections were 
to be held speedily, there was no 
realistic alternative to the propor- 
tional representation system, with 
voting for party lists and the entire 
territory under Israeli control as' a 
single constituency. 

For this reason the committee ' 
recommended this method as a tem- 
porary. one-time expedient, and it 
was expected that the Constituent 
Assembly (later renamed the First 
Knesset) would enact a more 
satisfactory permanent system. 

The holding of elections at all in 
such circumstances was a 
remarkable achievement, but the 
results were lamentable. Twenty- 
two lists were submitted, and twelve 
succeeded in returning one or more 
members. There was only one large 
party, Mapai, with 48 seats; three 
more had 14 to 19 each; the other 
eight ranged from one to seven. All 
the parties except Mapai therefore, 
had a vested interest In the preserva- 
tion of the existing system. 

Thus the foundation was laid for 
the wretched system of coalition 
government. In which small groups 
and factions dictate policy as the 
price of their support, and ministries 
become the jealously protected 
preserve of the parties by whose 
nominees they are headed. 


Cabinet f ell to February 1961 owing 
to a disagreement with, the religious -. 
parties, and. once again there was a- 
rush to bold elections as soon as 
possible, It was therefore, decided, 
over objections by BenGurion 
himself and by -the late Eri 
Jftbotinsky, of Herut, to hold them — . 
"just one more time 1 ' — under the » 
same system. 

-The elections. to the Second 
Knesset provided for the first time a ; 
potential majority tax favour, of some 
kind of electoral reform: 48 Mapai 
and 28 ' General Zionists (later., 
renamed Liberals). The latter ad- ' 
yocaied a comprqpiise system, with 
most of the members elected in 
multi-member constituencies mid .
